AMERICA." WHILE TA NEA LESS PROMINENTLY REPORTED "STRONG 
ANTI-GREEK PROPAGANDA - THE AMERICAN AMBASSADOR IN 
ANKARA OPENLY FAVORS TURKEY." 

2. TO VIMA UNDER SUBHEADING "THE US AMBASSADOR 
IN ANKARA TURNS AGAINST GREECE IN ORDER TO SECURE 

AID TO TURKEY," INTRODUCED ARTICLE WITH QUOTATION FROM 
AMB MACOMBER (OUR TRANSLATION FROM THE GREEK TEXT), 

"I DO NOT THINK THAT THE TURKS WERE NOT TO 
BLAME FOR THE SITUATION CREATED IN CYPRUS, BUT IT 
WAS NOT THE TURKS WHO STARTED IT FIRST. IT WAS

3. THE REPORT CONTINUED WITH AMBASSADOR'S DESCRIPTION 
THAT RELATIONS BETWEEN GREEKS AND TURKS. AND GREEK 
CYPRIOTS AND TURKISH CYPRIOTS, WERE NOT IMPROVING BUT 
WORSENING. AND THE CUT OFF OF US MILITARY ASSISTANCE 
TO TURKEY BY THE CONGRESS HAD CONTRIBUTED TO THIS. 
ACCORDING TO TO VIMA'S DETAILED REPORT, MACOMB ER 
ADDED THAT THE CONGRESSIONAL ACTION HAD HUMILIATED 
TURKEY WHICH NOW BELIEVES US ACTS UNDER THE PRESSURE

PROPAGANDA BY AMB MACOMBER CAUGHT READER ATTENTION 
EVEN THOUGH CONTENTS OF THE ARTICLES DID NOT 

BEAR OUT THE CHARGE. HOWEVER. GREEK/TURKISH RELATIONS 
PERSIST AS A MOST SENSITIVE PUBLIC ISSUE HERE AND ANY 
OUTSIDE COMMENT OR ANALYSIS. NO MATTER HOW NEUTRAL 
OR OBJECTIVE, IS INEVITABLY INTERPRETED AS HOSTILE TO 
GREECE UNLESS IT DIRECTLY SUPPORTS THE GREEK VIEWPOINT. 
WE WOULD EXPECT THAT PRESS ACCOUNTS OF AMBASSADOR 
MACOMBER S TV INTERVIEW ARE LIKELY TO FADE QUICLY 
WITHOUT FURTHER FANFARE.
